FROM MISS FANNIE HINDS. 



Relates Experiences of Her Stay 
in Japan. 



A Jinrikisha Ride in the City 
of Tokyo. 



Kobe, Japan, Nov. 27, 1898. 
My Dsak People: 

■Wo reached our anchoring point in 
the harbor near Yokohama about 10 
p. m . on the 16tb. As it waa too 
late for in to go ashore that night we. 
satisfied ourselves by looking at lights 
on hundreds of Japanese fishing boats 
One harbor was lull of them trom the 
time wo entered it twenty miles 
back) und then we retired so aa to get 
ashore early in the morning. The 
first thing when wo struck the shore 
was # jinrikisha ride ; (a jinrikisha 
is a small buggy drawn by 
a man;) making the bargain 
with the men as to the pay 
and where they are to go Is quite 
amusing. Miss Paine bad that to do 
as shew knew a few worda of the 
language. I was so amused and in- 
terested in the surroundings that I 
was the last to get into the little 
buggy. That threw me behind so 
that I could see the whole procession 
— there were five of us girls. I 
laughed till I almost made myself 
sick at the little things darting aloag. 
The whole thing seemed like childs 
play. 

Our first trip wao to the M. E. 
School for training Bible native 
women. They have a beautiful build- 
ing, 221 Bluff. Miss Paine knew there 
, would be some^etters there for her ao 
we went there to get them, not ex- 
pecting to stay but a few minutes, 
but would spend the day sight-seeing 
• in Yokohama and Tokyo and return to 
the steamer at night. Mrs. Vanpat- 
ton and Miss Lewis insisted that we 
should spend the night with them so 
we returned at aix o'clock, had a 
splendid dinner and then 
presiding elder aud his wife 
came in and we spent a moat pleasant 
evening. The first thing after agree- 
ing to return at night, we went to 
the bank and had our money chang- 
ed from gold — we changed to gold in 
^anfranciseo — to Japanese money. 
Then we saw some more of Yokoha- 
ma and took the train for Tokyo at 
twelve o'clock. It is seventeen miles 
away ; we were one hour in going. 
We had lunch In the Emperial Hotel; 
it was splendid American food. The 
house seemed quite equal to the Gault 
House in Louisville. 
A sister of the young lady that I vis- 
ited in Illinois had given me a Christ- 
mas present for a Japanese young 
lady with whom she had been in 
school in Chicago; we had planned to 
nee several places in Tokyo and I felt 
that I must deliver the little package.

When^three o'clock came I felt that 
we would not do all that we bad plan- 
ned, so I went in my jinrickisha alone 
from three till five o'clock. Don't you 
think I was brave ? The man could 
speak a little English and seemed 
take great pleasure in tellingme what 
the different buildings were. When 
her' told me anything, if I did uot 
make him know that I understood, 
he would put it in anyother way. He 
showed me the mint house and he 
thought I did not understand and he 
said, "thf place where they make 
paper money," 

We had a splandid day for our first 
in the Orient. Tho sun was bright 
and the atmosphere was pleasant. 
When night came we were quite con- 
scious of the fact that we were in an- 
other world. We had left much tc 
see and do on Friday morning in Yo- 
kohama, but were much disappointed 
when we found a heavy raiu. 
sailed at twelve o'clock and reached 
Kobe Saturday about noon. There 
was a naval display in honor of the 
Emperor and the city was elaborately 
decorated. We girls spent the after- 
noon on the streets seeing the many 
curious sights. We did not know 
where to find the mission building. 
One of the gentlemen happened to 
find Mrs. Lambuth, Dr. Walter Lam- 
buth's mother, and told her that Miss 
Paine and I were going to Korea and 
that we would have to stay in Naga- 
saki till the 15th ef December, because 
there is no boat going sooner. She 
sent an invitatiou for us to stay here. 
Miss Paine has friends In Nagasaki 
and in the country near there who 
were expecting her, so she felt that 
she must go on. One of Mrs. Lam- 
buth's teachers went to the boat on 
Suuday morning aud I came off and 
will be here till December 10th ; then 
I will get to Nagasaki on th the 12th 
and will leave there the 15th, arriving 
at Seoul about the 20th, just, in time 
for Christmas. 

I was at Mrs. Larabu Ill's Girls 
school first; then the presiding elder's 
wife, Mrs. Moseley, wauUd me to stay 
some with her, aud I did. I am now 
with Dr. and Mrs. Bayright at the 
Boy's Theological School . Dr. Bay- 
right has two nice little boys. Mr. 
and M rs.JMoselev have two little girls, 
they are beautiful. Mr. and Mrs. 
Moselev and the children came out 
here -with me to spend the day yester- 
day, and I stayed. Mrs. Buy right 
wauted me to come out on Thursday 
but 1 was seeing about having my 
dresser and desk made and could not 
till yesterday. The school 
grounds and buildings are beautiful, 
just in the edge of the city.

I will have time to get to all the 
places or not. There are several 
places where there ara ministers and 
os.

I guess they 
are always glad to see anything from 
America. 

It seems too 'bad that we have to 
wait so long for the boat, but we 
have to be as patient as possible . If 
I had known it I would have stayed 
with you twenty days loDger.

Important Bank Decision. 

Judge Barr, of the United States 
Circuit Court at Louisville, on last 
Saturday week, made an important 
decision on the question of bank tax- 

The First National B»nk of Louis- 
ville had enjoined the collection of 
taxes for 1897 and 1898, assessed it 
by the Board of Valuation, claiming, 
among other things, that the board 
had assessed the property of the bank 
at its full value instead of at 70 per- 
cent, of its value, as required by the 
Kentucky statutes, and in bis decision 
Judge Barr held that the asseis of the 
bank must be assessed at 70 per '■•■nt. 
«f its value and not at its full \klue.

The Louisville Commercial says 
that a telegram from Cincinnati states 
that Charles Stoll. who is represent- 
ing an Eastern syndicate which is try- 
ing to combine the Kentucky dist'll 
eries, has secured options from Janu- 
ary 1st to June 1st on the Paris Dr- 
illing Company, operated N.J. Walsh 
& Co., of Covington ; the G. G. While 
Distilling Company, operated by A. 
Senior & Co., of Cincinnati, and the 
Peacock Distilling Company, operat- 
ed by Bloch & Sons, of Cincinnati. 
The Commercial says that the Stoll 
scheme may ultimalelv go through. 

Trusts. 

Commencing with the tobacco 
planter, if all manufacturers were 
merged intooue huge trust, he would 
have but one concern to which he 
could sell bis product, and in that 
it would be fair to assume that 
the purchaser and not the seller 
Id fix the price. The result would 
be that planter would receive a very 
low price for his tobacco. 

The tobacco workers (we mean by 
this, those who earn a livelihood by 
working in tobacco factories) would 
have but one concern to which they 
could apply for employment, aud, of 
course, the company would fix the 
price of their labor. The workers 
would be compelled to submit to 
greatly reduced wages. 

Key to Successful Financing. 

The secret to domestic finance is to 
make a little money go a long way. 
writes Frances Evans in* an article 
"About Men," in the January Ladies' 
Home Journal. The old axiom about 
saving the pennies and letting the 
pounds take care of themselvos is not 
the neutral policy of Americans; only 
the frugal Scotch aud French know 
the rulo by heart . But women could 
learn it better than meu because their 
minds dwell more naturally upon lit- 
tle things. If they are really great 
fluanoiers they aro frequently Hiicoee - 
ful small financiers. Make a woman 
responsible for an allowance and she 
feels tho interest of junior partner; 
pay her bills aud she is put on the 
footing of an inferior. There is a 
feeling of ignominy about asking a 
mac for car fare, fifty cents, five dol- 
lars, or even a hundred dollars, disa- 
greeablo beyond expression to a 
woman with any pride or iudepend- 
i. Now that women are thinking 
more for theinselves|tuau in the past, 
independence is becomiug naturally a 
pa it of their creed. This Independ- 
ence cannot be choked out."

The Question That Astonished 



MethodistPreacher in His Woo 



Col. John W. Ray, himself a ven 
erablo gray-headed man, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the courtship and 
marriage of his grandfather, the Rev. 
John Ray, who figured largely in the 
Methodist church in (he latter part of 
the last and the early part of this cen- 
tury : 

"My grandfather joined the travel- 
ing connection in -1790, when there 
were less than 150 ordained mem- 
bers in the United States, and but one 
conference, exteding from Massachu- 
setts to Florida along the coast. His 
early work was in Virginia and North 
Carolina, where he traveled ten 
years, of course a single man, for in 
(hose days to marry was to locate. 
He traveled in 1800 the Tar river cir- 
cuit, which extended from the coast 
into the interior a hundred miles or 
more. He was 32 years old aud had 
made up his mind to marry, and lo- 
cate aud go west, which meant into 
Kentucky, his former home. Among 
the stopping places on his circuit was 
the plantation of a rich widow by the 
name of Lewi?, well stocked with 
staves and luxuries that a wealthy 
slaveholder of that person was ex- 
pected to possess. 

"The widow had also a grown 
daughter, who had made such an im- 
pression on the bachelor preacher, 
that he had concluded to ask her to 
go with him, uothing doubting that 
she would go, aud go on his own 
term*-, but he had said nothing to her 
on the subject until one evening to- 
wards (he closoof the year, he took a 
scrap of paper aud wrote : 'Are you 
under obligations to any man? Are 
you in the spirit of slavery ? Will you 
go west? Will you go with me?' 

"lie expected au immediate answer, 
and, of course, a favorable one ; for 
how could a girl refuse such a man? 
But she carefully folded the paper, 
put it in her pocket, and soon after 
left the room, to be seen no more un- 
til the next morning. To tho surprise 
and perplexity of the lover, she ap- 
pealed the next morning iu the fami- 
ly circle as merry as usual, and went 
about the ordinary duties of this 
morning as though nothing unusual 
had happened. The suspense became 
painful aud embarrassing, until he 
finally got an opportunity to ask if 
she could not answer the questions 
which he had propounded. She ask- 
ed for further time. 

No,' said he . 'I must know now. 
i going away to-day, audi want 
now before starting.' 
Well,' said she, <I have some 
questions to ask before deciding. Will 
you give up your pipe?' 

"The lover was dumfounded. It 
had never entered bis head that a girl 
had auy right to propound such a 
questiou on such au occasion, but that 
the extent of her prerogative was 
to say, 'Yes, with all my heart.'

RECOVERY FROM WOUNDS. 

Several Cases of Remarkable Physical 
Vitality Instanced. 

Commissioner Evans, of the pen- 
sion bureau, in ppeaking of the re- 
markable wounds which Eome officers 
received, mentioned the case of an 
offiper who "was s-hot in the back. 
The ball penetrated his kidney, liveT 
and lung and broke two of his ribs. 
He is alive to-day and the president 
has promoted him." 

Brig. Gen. William S. Worth and 
Capt. J. Bigelow, Jr., also suffered 
not one but many severe wounds and 
everyone can recall many more in- 
stances. It is conceivable that the 
use of the small bullet will introduce 
a new possibility into battles, a ca- 
pacity to ignore wounds' that are not 
positively disabling in the sense of de- 
priving the wounded man of under- 
standing or a limb necessary to his 
duty, says the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal. 

One ot the remarkable develop- 
ments of crime is the power a ittrav 
criminal sometimes exhibits of sus- 
taining, without disablement, wounds 
that lay an honest man low. This 
quality is exhibited in the highest de- 
gree by the "rustlers" of the far west. 
Most of them are passed' cowboys and 
in the wild and arduous life of a cow 
eamp and under the stimulus of emu- 
lating some "kid" of eminent reckless 
career they gain a certain sturdiness- 
of temper, an indifference to personal 
suffering and to the ultimate conse- 
quence* of an act, looking only to its 
immediate results, which seems to 
put them above the shock of wounds 
and the weakness that comes from loss 
of blood. 

A man when engaged in a street 
fight received a charge of buckshot 
full in the abdomen at ten or fifteen 
paces, but fought on until repeated 
wounds' brought him down. The his- 
tory of these private combats, where 
no mercy or hospital care await the 
wounded man, prove* that it is possi- 
ble to meet wound* in such a deter- 
mined spirit that th* effects of shock 
may be eliminated. The ability to 
do this has been increased very great- 
ly by the introduction of small arcn«, 
and it hi entirely probable that this 
self-reliant attitude of mind can be 
still further developed as part of the 
soldier's trtern preparation for war, 
and that soldier* can learn to take 
car* ef themselves, or even to con- 
tinue in the field if needed. 

Those who are familiar with the 
west are acquainted with many exam- 
ples of the immunity that such a re- 
solved temper gives. There is on* 
case of a man shot through the body 
at the lung, who got out of a hospital 
that was ill guarded because hi* con- 
dition wis so deaperate, and rod* off 
at full gallop for 30 miles.

Ralph Waldo Emerson and the Wood- 
pecker Stery. 
No sonirivJ works harder at his 
pine-nut harvest than the carpenter 
woodpeckers- in autumn at their acorn- 
harvest, savs John Muir, in the At- 
lantic, drilling holes in the thick, 
corky bark of the yellow pine and in- 
cense cedar, in which to store thecrop 
for winter use; a hole for each acorn 
so nicely adjusted as to size that when 
the acorn, point foremost, is driven 
in, it fits so well that it cannot be 
drawD out without digging around it. 
Each acorn is thus carefully stored 
in a dry bin, perfectly protected from 
the weather, a most laborious method 
of stowing away a crop, a granary for 
each kernel. Yet they never seem to 
weary at the work, but go on so dili- 
gently they seem determined that 
every acorn in the grove shall 
caved. They are never seen eating 
acorn* at the time they are storing 
them, and it is commonly believed 
that they never eat them or intend ' 
♦at them, bnt that the wise birds store 
them and protect them solely for the 
iak» of the worms they are supposed 
to eon tain. And because these worms 
are too small for use at the time the 
acorns drop, they are shut up like lean 
calvee and steera each in a separate 
■tall with abundance of food to grow 
big and fat by the time they will be 
moat wanted, that if in winter, when 
insect* are scarce and stall-fed worms 
most valuable. So these woodpeck- 
er* are supposed to b* a aort of cattle- 
raiseri, each with a drove of thou- 
sand*, rivaling the ant* that raise 
grain and keep herd* of plant lice for 
milk cows. Needless to say, the story 
is not true, though some naturalists 
even believe it. When Emerson 
in the park, having heard the worm 
story, and seen the great pines 
plugged full of acorns, he asked (just 
to pump me, I suppose): "Why do 
the woodpeckers take the trouble to 
put acorns into the bark of the trees?" 
Tor the same reason," I replied, 
"that bees store honey and squirrels 
nuts." "But they tell me, Mr. Muir, 
that woodpeckers don't eat acoi 
"Yea, they do," I said, "I have 
them eating them. During snow- 
storm* they seem to eat little besides 
acorns. I have repeatedly interrupt- 
ed them at their meals, and seen the 

Kfectly sound, halt-eaten acorns, 
ey eat them in the shell as some 
people eat egg*." "But what about 
the worms?" "I suppose/' I said, 
"that when, they come to a wonnj 
one they eat both worm and acorn. 
Anyhow, they eat the sound cnes 
when they can't find anything they 
like better, and from the time they 
store them until they are used they 
guard them, and woe to the squirrel 
or jay caught stealing." 

THE "COW-DEATH." 

A Curious Pagan Superstition Still Prac- 
ticed in Russia. 

Loewenstimm mentions a curious 
superstition of pagan origin still 
practiced in portions of Russia and 
known as "korovya smertj" (cow- 
death) and "opachivaniyc" (plowing 
roundabout). If pestilence or mur- 
rain prevails in a village, an old wom- 
an 01 repute as a seeress or fortune- 
teller enters the confines of the vil- 
lage at midnight and beats a pan. 
Thereupon all the women of the place 
assemble in haste, armed with divers 
domestic utensils — frying-pans, 
pokers, tongs, shovels, scythes and 1 T 
cudgels. After shutting the cattle in J ' 1 * Y LUK U *J> 
their stalls, and warning the men not 
to leave their houses, a procession is 
formed. The seeress takes off her 
drese and> pronounces a curse upon 
death. She is then hitched to a plow, 
together with a bevy of virgins and a 
misshapen woman, if such a one can 
be found, and a continuous and closed 
furrow is drawn round the village 
three times. When the procession 
starts, the image of some saint suit- 
able to the occasion, that of St. | mllYTsTtne" United States.' 
Blasius, for example, in the case of 
murrian, is borne in front of it; this 
is followed by the seeress clad only in 
a 6hift, with disheveled hair and rid- 
ing on a broomstick; after hi

He found it peopled by a Spanish 
tribe, who gave him fierce resistance 
and killed many of hie men. These 
they cooked and forced the survivors 
of the invader* to eat. The Spaniards 
finally got away, having renamed the 
place Gente Hermosa, which certain- 
ly was very amiable of them, after the 
treatment they received. The little 
atoll was let alone after that until 
1840, when an expedition from the 
United States found it and gave it 
the name of Swain's island.

THE STATURE OF I HE JEW. 

Israelites Much Shorter Than the Aver- 
age European. 

A noted writer, speaking of the 
sons of Judah, observes: "It is the 
Ghetto which has produced the Jew 

he 

is the artificial product of hostile leg- 
islation." This statement is fully au- 
thenticated by a peculiarity of the Is- 
raelite* which is everywhere notice- 
able. The European Jewe are all un- 
dersized; not only this, they are more 
often absolutely stunted. In London 
they are about three inches shorter 
than thc average for the city. Wheth- 
er they were always so, as in the days 
when the Book o"f Numbers (13:33) 
described" them "as giasshoppers in 
their own sight," as compared with 
the Amoritee, sons of Anak, we leave 
an open question. We are certain, 
however, as to the modern Jew. He 
betray* a marked constancy in Europe 
at the bodily height of about five feet 
four inches (1.63 meter) for adult 
men. This, according to the data af- 
forded by measurements of our re- 
cruits during thc civil war, is about 
the average of American youth be- 
tween the ages of 15 andlG, who have 
still three, almost four, inches more 
to grow. In Bosnia, for example, 
where the natives range at about the 
American level — that is to say, among 
the very tallest in the world (1.72 
meter) — the Jews are nearly three

Three years later Eli Jennings, 
bringing with him a Samoan bride 
and a Few Samoan servants, settled 
upon the little spot of land, and made 
upon it a home for himself and his 
descendants. His bride wa* a Sa- 
moan princess, who had been edu- 
cated by the missionaries. Their 
children were almost white and were 
very intelligent, and the patriarch of 
the island saw to it that they were 
all well educated. As these children 
grew up trips to the neighboring is- 
lands and to New Zealwand won for 
them white husbands and wives, so 
that the population is now almost en- 

The shores of the island are tl 
precipitous coral reef, except a single 
landing, which is not easily found, 
so it is very rare that strangers enter 
it* harbor. But the captain of a San 
Francisco tradin-g schooner on his last 
trip through the South seas spent a 
week upon the island, where he was 
entertained most heartily by these 
South Pacific Americans. He ha« 
recently returned to San Francisco, 
and he gives a very enthusiastic ac- 
count of the life which these people 
live in their ocean-surrounded home. 
Ho says that they have prospered and 
live in commodious houses, surround- 
ed by the comforts and refinements of 
civilization. They have books and 
musical instruments, and they read 
and study and take a keen interest in 
the progress of the world from which 
they are so far removed. They have 
a neat church in which they hold fre- 
quent religious exercises, and in every 
family prayers are said twice a day, 
as they have been ever since Eli Jen- 
nings first hoisted the stars and 
stripes over the island 45 years ago. 

Eli Jennings was a skilled me- 
chanic, a shrewd trader, and an en- 
ergetic Yankee, and from the time 
he landed the signs of civilized thrift 
began to appear and constantly in- 
creased. The land was fertile and 
there was a lagoon of clear, fresh wa- 
ter in the center of the island. Co- 
coanut butter and copra commanded 
high prices from the trading vessels, 
and Eli Jennings planted thousands 
of additional cocoanut trees. He 
was soon a wealthy man, and with his 
money he brought to his isolated 
home the luxuries of modern life. He 
invested in New Zealand property, 
which is now yielding dividends to 
descendant;!. He stocked the is- 



erage. If we turn to northern Italy, 
where Lombroso has recently investi- 
gated the matter, we apparently find 
the Jew somewhat better favored by 
comparison. He is in Turin less than 
an inch inferior to his Italian neigh- 
bors.

Frozen North 

Eight vetsels of the American 
whaling fleet were caught in the ice, 
near Poiut Carrow.in the fail of 1897. 
Their stock of provisions was scanty, 
and it seemed likely that officers and 
men would starve before the summer 
thaw released the craft. The govern- 
ment decided that ti.e revenue cutter 
Bear, which hud just returned from 
ber usual summer trip to the Arctic, 
should attempt to carry food to the 
whalers; and on November 27, 18 
days after the decision was reached, 
she sailed on her errand of mercy. 

It was planned that the Bear 
should make her way north, as far as 
the ice would permit, write? Lieut. 
E. P. Bertholf. United States navy, 
in the New York Herald. Then an 
overland party would travel by dog- 
sleds to Cape Prince of Wales, get the 
reindeer herd at that place and drive 
it to Point Barrow, this being the only 
means of taking food to the impris- 
oned whalers before ships could reach 
them in the spring. 

The Bear got as far at Nunivak 
island. The overland partv, of which 
Lieut. Bertholf was one, sledded 800 
mile* farther and collected a herd of 
more than 400 reindeer. Then a dis- 
tance of 700 miles remained to bo 
traveled. 

All the crew of the Bear on this re- 
lief expedition, which was expected 
to involve unusual hardship and dan- 
ger, were volunteers; and now an- 
other volunteer was fortunately found 
to take charge of the reindeer. This 
was Mr. Lopp, a missionary. He and 
his herders drove the deer the 700 
miles, over enow and ice and through 
a country almost unknown, and the 
herd was substantially intact when it 
reached Point Barrow. 

The shipwrecked sailors had not 
yet begun to suffer from lack of food, 
but confinement and inaction had 
told upon them and there were two 
cases of scurvy. The surgeon of the 
relief party soon stamped out the dis- 
ease, and then established sanitary 
rules and made the men take exercise. 
When there was no work to be done, 
they were obliged to go out and play 
ball! 

The reindeer tided the party over 
the winter. The brave little Bear 
wls the first vessel to enter the Arctic 
when the ice broke in the summer, 
and she carried additional provisions 
and a supply of clothing. It was from 
her that the exiles learned — on July 
■that war had been declared and

"Annexation cannot be defended upon the ground that we shall 
find a pecuniary profit in the policy. The advantage which may come 
to a few individuals who hold the oilices or who secure valuable fran- 
chises cannot properly be weighed against the money expended in gov 
•erning the Philippines, because the money expended will be paid by 
those who pay the taxes. We are not yet in position to deteri 
whether the people of the United State as a whole will bring back from 
the Philippines as much as they send there. There is an old saying 
that it is not profitable to buy a law suit. Our nation may learn by 
experience that is not wise to purchase the right to conquer a people. 

"Spain under compulsion gives us a quick claim to the Philippines 
in return for $20,000,000, but she does not agree to warrant and de- 
fend our title as against the Philippines. To buy land is one thing, to 
buy people is another. Land is inanimate, and makes no resistance to 
a transfer of title; the people are animate, and sometime desire a voice 
in their own affairs. But whether measured by dollars and cents, the 
conquest of the Philippines -would prove profitable or expensive, it will

"We oannot afford to destroy the Declaration of Independence; we 
cannot erase from our constitutions, state and national, the bill of 
rights; we have not time to examine the libraries of the nation and 
purge them of the essays, the speeches and the boohs that defend the 
doctrine that law ia the crystalization of publio opinion, rather than an 
examination from physical power. 

"But, even if we could destroy every vestige of the Iowb which aro 
the outgrowth of the Immortal law penned by Jefferson; if we conld ob- 
literate every written word that has been inspired by the idea that this 
is 'a Government of the people, by the people and for the people,' wo 
could not tear from the heart of the human race the hope which the 
American Republic has planted there. The impassioned appeal, "Give 
me liberty or give me death,' still echoes around the world. In the fut- 
ure, as in the past, the desire to be free will be stronger than a desire 
to enjoy a more physical existence. The conflict between right and 
might will continue here and everywhere, until a day is reached when 
the love of money will no longer sear the national cousoience and hypo- 
ricy no longer hide the hideous features of avarice behind the mask of 
philanthropy. 

CHICAGO PLATFORM. 
. "The Democracy of the nation is still defending JelTersonian prin- 
ciples with Jacksonian courage and has no thought of departing from 
the principles enunciated at Chicago in 1896. That platform will liye 
in history and the hour of its adoption will be remembered as the hour 
when the money changers were driven from the Democratic temple. 

"That platform denounced government by injunction, and the sen- 
timent against government by injunction is increasing. That platform 
denounced the trusts and declared them to be a_ menace; that menace is 
greater today than ever before. That platform warned the people that 
a conspiracy was on foot to give to the national hanks a monopoly of 
the issue and supply of paper money; that conspiracy is now known to 
every one. That platform denounced international bimetallism as a 
delusion and a snare, and its condemation has been Justified. 

"Other platforms have been forgotten, but that platform is as fresh 
in the memory of friend and foe, because it was clear and positive upon 
every public question. To those who believe in equality before the law 
the Chicago platform is still an inspiration ; it is a terror only to those 
who seek to use the government for personal and private ends. 

"It has been attacked at two points, but the attacks will not harm 
it. Some who opposed the platform in 1896 have promised to return 
to the party on condition that the party will drop the money question 
and confine the fight to the trusts. The offer will not be accepted. The 
trusts opposed the Democratic party in 1896 because the Chicago con- 
vention took the party out of the hands of the Wall street crowd and 
adopted a platform which precipitated the plutocracy which the party 
had held in solution for several years. 

"The gold Democrats had a chance to crush out the trusts during 
Mr. Cleveland's administration, but they did not do it. The gold Rep- 
ublicans are having their opportunity now. but they are not im- 
proving it. The trusts will fall when the gold standard is overthrown, 
and not until then. | 

"Mr. Cleveland was elected in 1892 npon a platform which declared 
for the use of gold and silver as the standard money of the country, 
and for the coinage of both gold and silver without discrimination 
against either metal or charge for mintage, and yet Mr. Cleveland found 
no difficulty in supporting the single gold standard. The Democratic 
arty will not return to the days of uncertainty and evasion. When the 
pponentsof 16 to 1 agree upon another ratio it will bo time enough to 
ompare the merits of the new ratio with the merits of the old ratio. 

"The Chicago platform was good when it was adopted; it growe 
better with age. It was strong in 1896; it is stronger now. 

"But euough of old issues; what of the new questions? Our party 
cannot ignore the issues raised by the war. It must speak out>gainst 
litarism now or forever hold its peace. A large standing army is 
tonly an expense to the people, bnt it is a menace to the nation, and 
the Democratic party will be a unit in opposing it."

PINEAPPLE CULTURE, 

Yields a Tina Fiber as Well a* a Profit- 
able Fruit. 
Pineapple culture ia already a 
flourishing industry in the sisal hemp 
region. A pineapple plant matures 
but one apple in a season, and after 
the harvest of fruit the old leaves are 
of no further use to the plant, and 
may be removed. The leaves have the 
same structural system as tho agaves 
— that is, they are composed of a cel- 
lular mass through which the fibers 
extend, and when the epidermis and 
pulpy matter are eliminated the 
residue is a soft, silklike filament, the 
value of which has long been recog- 
nized. Only 50 nounds of this fibei 
can be obtained from a ton of leaves, 
but, as the product would doubtless 
command double the price of sisal 
hemp, its production would be profit- 
able. How to secure this fiber cheap- 
ly is the problem. The sisal hemp 
machines are too rough in action for 
so fine a fiber, and, at the rate of ten 
leaves to the pound, working up a ton 
of the material would mean the hand- 
ling of over 20,000 leaves to secure 
perhaps three dollars' worth 'of the 
commercial product. Were tho fiber 
utilized in the arts, however, and its 
place established, it would compete 
a measure with flax as a spinning 
jer, for its filaments are divisible to 
e ten-thousandth of an inch. The 
'bstance has already been utilized to 
a slight extent in eastern countries 
(being hand-prepared) in the manu- 
facture of costly, filmy, cobweblika 
fabrics that will almost float in air. — 
H. Dodge, in Popular Science
